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INTRODUCTION 

The  Montana  Legislative  Council  publishes  the  Directory  of  Interim 
Cominittees  as  a  summary  reference  to  the  study  assignments,  interim 
committee  memberships,  and  staff  of  interim  legislative  committees. 

The  Legislature  remains  active  in  many  areas  between  its  biennial 
sessions.   There  are  a  number  of  permanent  committees  that  continue 
to  operate  under  statutory  authority  throughout  the  interim.   In 
addition  interim  study  committees  of  a  temporary  nature  are  formed 
to  consider  specific  problems  outlined  in  joint  resolutions  adopted 
by  the  Legislature.   The  Legislative  Council  has  assigned  studies  to 
nine  study  committees  for  the  1979-80  interim.   All  study  committees 
are  bipartisan  and  are  equally  composed  of  senators  and  representatives, 
A  chairman  is  elected  by  the  members  of  the  committee. 

Each  committee  makes  its  own  study  and  final  recommendations  for 
presentation  to  the  next  legislature. 

Staff  assistance  for  interim  studies  is  provided  by  the  Legislative 
Council.   Assistance  for  other  committees  is  provided  by  various 
offices.   This  directory  indicates  the  proper  staff  contact  for  each 
committee .

voluntary  recycling  program,  Oregon's  beverage  containers 
deposit  law,  Washington's  model  litter  control  program,  and 
similar  programs  in  Maine,  Michigan,  and  Vermont;  3)  a 
determination  of  the  most  cost-effective  means  of  encouraging 
the  return  for  recycling  or  reuse  of  food  or  beverage 
containers;  and  4)  discussion  with  various  Montana  groups 
interested  in  these  problems  to  identify  areas  of  agreement 
and  mutually  acceptable  solutions. 

The  committee  is  to  prepare  a  report  of  its  findings  and 
conclusions  for  release  to  the  public  no  later  than  January  1, 
1980.

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WATER  RESOURCES  AND  ADJUDICATION  OVERSIGHT  COMMITTEE 


The  Water  Resources  and  Adjudication  Oversight  Committee 
operates  under  the  authority  of  Chapter  708,  Laws  of  Montana, 
1979,  which  was  introduced  in  the  Legislature  as  HB  745. 
The  bipartisan  Committee  is  composed  of  equal  representation 
from  the  House  and  from  the  Senate,   House  members  are  appointed 
by  the  Speaker  and  Senate  members  are  appointed  by  the  Committee 
on  Committees. 

The  Committee  is  charged  with  two  major  functions:   the  first 
charge  is  to  work  with  and  oversee  the  efforts  of  state  agencies 
charged  with  the  responsibilities  of  developing  and  managing 
the  state's  water  resources.   The  Committee  is  to  work  with 
these  agencies  to  investigate  new  means  to  accomplish  the 
construction  of  dams  and  water  distribution  systems,  and  the 
development  of  recreation  areas  and  fisheries. 

The  Committee  may  also  determine  the  need  to  study  other 
issues  related  to  water  development  and  conservation.   A 
major  charge  to  the  Committee  is  to  oversee  the  implemen- 
tation of  the  water  rights  adjudication  system  as  provided 
for  in  Title  85,  chapter  2.   In  connection  with  this  respon- 
sibility, the  Committee  may  make  recommendations  to  agencies, 
courts,  and  the  Legislature  relating  to  water  adjudication 
as  it  considers  necessary.

The  legislative 
fiscal  analyst  is  to  accumulate,  compile,  analyze,  and  furnish 
information  on  the  financial  matters  of  the  state,  estimate 
revenue  from  existing  and  proposed  taxes,  analyze  the  executive 
budget,  report  to  the  Legislature  and  the  Committee,  and  assist 
committees  and  legislators. 

University  System  Funding  (HJR  58) 

In  addition  to  its  statutory  responsibilities,  the  Legislative 
Finance  Committee  has  been  requested  to  conduct  a  study  of  the 
funding  of  the  Montana  university  system  and  community  college 
districts  called  for  by  HJR  58.
